U. S. Supreme Court Opens Diners, 
Texas, Oklahoma Schools To. Negro

WASHINGTON, June 5—In three unanimous opinions dealing with racial segregation, 
the Supreme Court Monday struck down barriers separating Negroes in railroad dining 
cars and in two educational institutions. 
In the dining car case, the high court found that segregation violated the Interstate 
Commerce Act under which the railroads operate.

Truman Signs $3 Billion Bill 


Aimed at Halting Communism 


Acheson, Johnson Urge Congress Okay 


New $1 Billion To Arm U. S. Friends 


WASHINGTON, June 5—(INS)—President Truman 
signed the $3,248,450,000 foreign aid authorization bill Mon- 
day and said it is a “major contribution to peace and free-

He 
added that he expects the pro- 
gram to continue for four or five 
years, but at a_ decreasing cost 
annually. ° 


Johnson warned that “Soviet 
intentions do not permit compla- 
cency.” Like Acheson, he testi- 
fied that Communist actions in 
both Europe and the Far East are 
@ grave menace to peace. Ache- 
son said Russian encroachments 
have forced division of the world 
into two “armed camps.” 


Sen. Byrd, Democrat, Virginia, 
served notice that he will fight 
the arms-aid request as a “waste 
of money.”

Impressive White House cere- 
monies marked the signing of the 
huge foreign aid measure, which 
authorizes funds for the Marshall 
Plan’s third year and four other 
anti-Communist programs, includ- 
ing a start on the “point four” 
project to develop backward areas. 

The act calls for a European 
recovery outlay of $2,977,000,000. 
It also authorizes: 

“Point Four” aid, $35,000,000; 
Republic of Korea, $100,000,000;

Asia, $94,000,000; Near East refu- 
gee relief, $27,450,000; United Na- 
tions child welfare programs, $15,- 
000,000.

Security’ claims totalling more, 
than $100,000 for survivors of the 
31 workers killed in the South 
Amboy, N. J., explosion May 19 
already have been processed and 


approved. 


Federal Security Administrator 
Oscar R. Ewing Monday announced 
that the first monthly benefit 
checks on these claims. were 
mailed Sunday, covering the month 
of May. The beneficiaries of the 
survivors’ insurance to be paid as 
the result of the disaster total 59 
persons. 

“These benefits are payable as a 
matter of earned right under the 
old-age and survivors insurance 


provisions of the Social Security; 


Act,” Ewing’s statement said. 
“Most of the payments will be in 
the form of monthly checks to 
widows and minor dependent chil- 
dren of the workers, others are 
lump-sum payments to widows 
without minor children and other 
close relatives.” 

A number of the widows af 
workers killed in the disaster were 
unaware of their rights to bene- 
fits until they were informed by 
local Social Security representa- 
tives, he said. 

Monthly payments to survivor 
families range from $35 to $85. 
Payments are based upon the 
worker’s wage record at the time 
of his death, and go to a widow 
and minor children until the chil- 


dren are 18 years old. The widow) 
is again eligible for benefits when 
she reaches the age of 65 unless, 


she remarries.

$46 a ton. 

In Atlanta, the most noticeable 
effect of this situation has been 
the increasing strength in the 
market for iron and steel scrap. 
Atlantic Steel Company is now 
paying around $30 a ton for scrap 
and expects the price to go higher. 

At the same time, officers of At- 
lantic Stee] report a big demand 
for finished steel products. This 
company does not produce cold- 
rolled steel sheets, but its galvan- 
izing department reports the ef- 
fect of the rise in the price of zinc 
to 13 cents a und. The price 
was around nine and one-half 
cents per pound last Jan. 1. Zinc 
is one of the essential components 
of the galvanizing process.

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‘Separate But Equal’ Still Stands 


_ The established doctrine of separate but 
equal educational facilities still stands aft- 
er the Supreme Court’s two decisions of 
yesterday ordering the University of Texas 
to admit a Negro to its Law School and the 
University of Oklahoma to cease segrega- 
tion in the classroom. 

It is important the people realize the 
decisions are not extreme but conservative, 
affirming only what the law has been all 
along. 

Oklahoma’s university already allows 
Negroes to attend the same classes with 
whites, but the two races are seated in sep- 
arate rows. 

Chief Justice Vinson, a Southerner, 
said that Oklahoma, having admitted a 
Negro to a State-supported school, must 
give him the same treatment as students 
of other races. 

The Texas case hinged on the equality 
of a hastily established law school for Ne- 
groes at Houston with the Law School for 
whites at the university. The court found 
it did not offer instruction equal to that of- 
fered other races. 

The court pointedly refused to review 
a 54-year-old doctrine that separate but 


Justice and 


The Right to Work 


The record in regard to Lloyd Sidener, 
Illinois miner who said John Lewis defied 
a court order to end the strike last Winter, 
is interesting and instructive. 


Sidener was ousted as President of the 

United Mine Workers local at Canton, III., 
after he tried to lead a back-to-work move- 
ment in accordance with the order of the 
court. He also was fined $50,000 by UMW 
and was deprived of his job. His right to 
earn a living was cut off. 


Sidener said John Lewis used a one- 
whistle code to nullify his public orders 
that the miners go back to work as told 
by the court. To miners a single whistle 
blast at the mine means no work. 


Rep. Jacobs, head of a subcommittee of 
the House Labor Committee, attempted to 
call Lewis to testify on Sidener’s charges. 
His effort was blocked, however, by the 
late Rep. John Lesinski, Chairman of the 
full Committee, who took away the sub- 
committee’s powers of subpoena. Lewis 
declined to appear before the subcommit- 
tee voluntarily. 


Upon the death of Rep. Lesinski a few 
days ago Rep. Graham Barden, of North 
Carolina, a Lewis foe, became Chairman 
of the House Labor Committee. It was 
apparent that Rep. Bard. would not stand: 
in the way of a subpoena for Lewis. 


Promptly, the UMW suspension against 
Sidener was lifted and he was told he was 
free to go back to work. Also, the $50,000 
fine was rescinded. 


The Department of Justice, which took 
the Lewis case to court and obtained the 
anti-strike injunction, which was ignored, 
has not appeared interested in Sidener’s 
case, either as support for a contention 
that Lewis did defy the court or in con- 
nection with Sidener’s right to earn a 
living. 

The Department of Justice normally is 
ready to intervene in an¥ case involving 
“civil rights.” Apparently, it does not con- 
sider the right to work among those rights. 

The public could hardly be blamed for 
concluding that justice, in so far as some 
Congressmen and the Denartnient of Jus- 
tice are concerned, sometimes depends on 
' political strategy rather than law.

State, having admitted Negro students to 
the same classroom, discriminated against 
them by requiring that they sit in separate 
rows. 

In another decision, the court ruled that 
segregation in railroad dining cars is un- 
lawful. The case involved that of a Negro 
who was required to eat in dining accom- 
modations separated hy a partitiun and 
curtains. The court found that the “right 
to be fre> from unreasonable discrimina- 
tions belongs to each particular person.” 


The decision will lend encouragement 
to the klan and will provoke some ill-feel- 
ing. Actually, it will bring about no fric- 
tion save from those looking for. it. The 
Court could not rule otherwise. People of 
good will of both races will work it out 
intelligently. 


The Texas decision was not unexpected. 
It ought to serve as a warning to Georgia 
and the South that educational facilities 
must be really equal. 


How to Lick 
‘Hot-Rod’ Drivers 


Like law enforcement officers all over, 
Bibb County Sheriff E. Julian Peacock 
long has been troubled with “Hot-Rod- 
ders.” 


For benefit of the uninitiated, a “Hot- 
Rodder” is one—usually a youngster— 
who operates an automobile “souped-up” 
to attain terrifying speeds. The car so fixed 
is -alled a “hot-rod.” They are the most 
dangerous vehicles on the highways. 


Sheriff Peacock fought “Hot-Rodders” 
in the usual ways and with the usual re- 
sults. His crowning effori, it seems to us, 
was to obtain a list of all the “Hot-Rod- 
ders”—there were 35 on the list—which he 
turned over to insurance adjusters. The 
adjusters cracked dowr and refused to is- 
sue insurance to those on the list. Parents 
of the “Hot-Rodders,” thus warned in an 
emphatic manner of the dangers involved, 
took the necessary steps.

be. Sheriff Peacock thinks he has the 
speed demons licked now.

Blind Academy, 
Back in the News 


I note with dismay but not surprise that there 
is another stink at the State Academy for the 
Blind in Macon. 

Just why the sprawling old red brick institution which sits back 
off Macon’s Vineville Avenue should be the scene of recurring no- 
toriety and embarrassment, I have never been able to figure.. But 
the fact remains that it has traditionally been the center of an al- 
most constant maelstrom of bickering and strife, of unsavory ru- 
mors and gossip, of charges and counter-charges, too many of which 
have proved to be true. 

Over the years the Blind Academy has been afflicted with the 
sorriest sort of political mismanagement, an institutional football 
kicked back and forth between the departments of education and 
public welfare. The results are that its students—or inmates as 
some public officials persist in calling them—have consistently re- 
ceived inadequate instruction and training when, by the very na- 
ture of their handicap, they should have been receiving the best. 


Ellis Arnall, be it said to his everlasting credit, 
Herndon endeavored to bring about an improvement of the 
situation and did for a while. 

During his administration, the newly-created constitutional 
State Board of Education set up a special committee to investigate 
conditions at the Academy and make recommendations for its com- 
pletely non-political operation. That committee looked all over the 
state for a man qualified, by experience, education and tempera- 
ment—the latter is extremely important in dealing with blind chil- 
dren—to head the institution. — 


They found such a man in John Herndon, superintendent of 
the schoo] system of Cairo. He took the job only op the Board’s 
assurance that it would be a permanent one, that he would have 
full authority without political interference. 

Herndon did a magnificent job. 

Never in the school’s history had it seen such days. The filth 
of years was removed. The snake-infested underbrush was cleared 
and the lawn transformed into a great playground where the blind 
boys and girls, previously confined to limited areas, could run and 
play as normal children. The entire atmosphere of the place was 
changed and with it came a new educational excellence. Compe- 
tent teachers began to be attracted to an institution which previously 
had had, in many instances, to content itself with the offscourings 
of the teaching profession. 


But Herndon made one mistake. Naively perhaps, he took 
seriously the assurance he had been given about not having to toady 
to politicians or make contributions in election years. And, as soon 
as Herman Talmadge.got control of the State Board of Education, 


John Herndon was ousted. 

Lid On Current reports from Macon are sickeningly familiar. 
While the two present heads of the Academy are both 

loyal to the administration, word has it one can no longer stomach 

some of the things which have been going on. 

An immediate investigation is clearly indicated but Talmadge 
leaders are naturally anxious that nothing be done, at least publicly, 
until after the June 28th primary. For all their smug talk of Her- 
man having the election in the bag, they are taking no chances. 

And well they might not. 

After all, it was an educational issue of just such a nature— 
the inevitable results of playing cheap politics with any school sys- 
tém—which resulted in the defeat of an incumbent Talmadge once 
before. : 

This is one time when they are clearly determined fot to make 
a case of “like father, like son.”

Forgetting the trolley strike, does Rep. Jesse 

Walton merit a return to the Georgia Legislature 

on a basis of his record? Do Rep. Muggsy Smith 

and Rep. Luther Alverson, the other Fulton Representatives, earn a 

return on their records? Does Rep. Rugh McWhorter, of DeKalb 

county deserve an indorsément on his record? All four have oppo- 
sition. 

With Georgians spending more time studying the qualifications 

of legislative candidates this year, the League of Women Voters 


issued a pamphlet urging voters to measure their incumbents by 


their records on honest and faif elections, proposed anti-mask legis- 
lation, juvenile court, and plans to finance the Minimum Foundation 


Program for Education. 

. Walton, whose legislative race is attracting 
F ailed To Vote the most attention locally because of the 
trolley strike which he called, doesn’t measure up as well as the 
other local solons on these particular standards. He failed to vote 
on two occasions when the House was considering anti-mask legis- 
lation. He voted in favor of the “early primary bill.” He was absent 
when the House approved the Appropriations Bill in 1949. On other 
bills, he voted against a sales tax, in favor of the Minimum Foun- 
dation Program for Education, against the “succession bill,” against 
extending the County Unit System into the general election, against 
the Voter Reregistration Bill, and in favor of the state-wide system 
of juvenile courts. 

Reps. Smith and Alverson agreed, virtually in toto, on all such 
measures. The first time the anti-mask bill came up, Alverson voted 
for unmasking the Klansmen. The second time it was under con- 
sideration, Alverson arrived in the House after the roll call was 
completed and attempted to vote for considering. the bill, but was 
not allowed to cast his ballot. Alverson was absent when the Appro- 
priation Bill was passed in 1949. On other bills, Smith and Alver- 
son opposed the Voter Reregistration Bill, the “succession bill,” the 
“early primary bill,” and the constitutional amendment extending 
the County Unit into the general election. Both opposed a sales tax, 
and both favored the Minimum Foundation Program for Education. 
Both voted for the juvenile court system. 

DeKalb Rep. McWhorter had a similar record to Smith and 
Alverson—except he voted in favor of the sales tax to finance 
the Minimum Foundation Program. DeKalb’s other two Represent- 
atives, H. O. Hubert and Pierre Howard, are not seeking renomi- 
nation but are running for the newly-created judgeship on the 
Stone Mountain Circuit. 

Aside from these State-wide bills dealing with Georgians’ free- 
dom to vote and freedom from fear and expansion of State services, 
Fulton’s three Representatives also had a record on local legislation. 
Disagreeing on phases of the Local Government Commission’s 


recommendations, the three tied up legislation on the proposals — 


most of the session. Reps. Alverson and Walton paired against 
Smith in this conflict, which finally was worked out. 

That’s the way the incumbents measure up on State-wide bills 
on the League of Women Voters’ yardtsick. Whether they win your 
indorsement vote, however, depends upon what yardstick you, your- 
self, set for them—and how they measure up against their opponents.

The People Still Have Hope 


WASHINGTON—One clear, courageous call from a woman, Senator Margaret 

Chase Smith (Rep., Me.), has served to diagnose what she called “a national feeling 

of fear and frustration” and to clarify the atmosphere and point the way to a rem- 

edy. Her condemnation, within her own party, of McCarthyism and its exploita- 

tion for campaign purposes and her criticism of the lack of leadership in the 

democratic administration and its simultaneous grave and pollyannish size-up of 

the world situation explains some things that have been happening in recent weeks. The resulting 

confusion plainly has had its part in the attitude of both parties and the type of campaigns that 
have developed for the congressional elections this fall. 


Some Repub on the one hand, have been 
bent upon a campaign of “fear, bigotry, ignorance 
and selfishness,” as it was described and deplored 
by her and a number of her Republican colleagues 
who: joined in a statement, combined with old- 
fashioned isolationism that would blind itself 
to the needs of the rest of the world and to our 
responsibility in helping to meet them. 


Lately, on the other hand, a tendency has 
been noted in the administration to whip up 
a sort of saber-rattling jingoism, which does 
not become us, with less emphasis upon the 
leadership for peace to which we are obli- 
gated by our traditions and our World War 
II aims. 


This might be analyzed as a defensive reac- 
tion within the administration to the reckless 
campaign of Senator Joe McCarthy (Rep., Wis.), 
along with the Alger Hiss conviction and. the 
atomic spy revelations. This manifests itself in 
increasingly bitter excoriations of Russia, with 
no longer any differentiation between her peo- 
ple and the rampant crew in the Kremlin, in in- 
creasing emphasis on arms as the only resort to 
achieve peace, and by a cynicism about peaceful 
overtures of another sort and about the United 
Nations despite continued lip service to peace and 
the United Nations. 

Perhaps the chief of the many evils flowing 
from McCarthyism is the damper it has put upon 
moves toward resolution of our differences with 
Russia. It seemingly is responsible, at least in 
part, for a hardening in the administration’s 
discouragement of fresh and bold proposals such 
as those originating in the Senate from two Demo- 
ocratic leaders, Senators McMahon (Conn.) and 
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Tydings (Md.), the former a combination of 
economic aid coupled with disarmament, the lat- 
ter a disarmament conference sponsored by the 
United Nations. They were suffocated in the 
miasma that Joe McCarthy created. 


Both political parties obviously are off-bal- 
ance and intemperate, as Mrs. Smith’s statement 
pointed up. 

Her reference to the administration’s “daily 
contradictory grave warnings and optimistic as- 
surances” was graphically illustrated the same 
day she spoke in the Senate, for example, by the 
ominous tone of President Truman’s message to 
Congress requesting additional arms appropria- 
tions for Western Europe and other areas and by 
his statement at a press conference a few hours 
later that the world is closer to real, permanent 
peace than at any time for the last five years. 


The American people are capable of under- 
going any sacrifice necessary for our national 
security. They will support a strong national 
defense and the combined national defense 

‘plan with Western Europe. Congress, despite 
some controversy which is natural, has dem- 
onstrated that, and will continue to demon- 
strate it. 


But the American people also are a people 
of hope. While they are doing these necessary 
things, they would like to see us in some visible 
ways move toward strengthening the United Na- 
tions, toward eventual disarmament. This would 
seem to be the principal failure of leadership at 
this moment. 


Maybe that isn’t possible. But it has not been 
fully explored to the satisfaction of our people.

WASHINGTON .—Today let us pity 28 hard-working gentlemen who stand 

foursquare against sin. Their problem is to define it. Then maybe they can do some- 

thing about it. The trouble is that a cold chisel makes about the finest tool a 

burglar can carry. Useful for cracking safes, opening windows, and in emergencies, 

conking citizens on the head. So should Congress make the shipment of cold chisels 

in mterstate commerce illegal? The unhappy members of the interstate commerce 

committee of the House, as one of them explained, face this same question in connection with a bill 
prohibiting movement of gambling devices across state lines. What is a gambling device? An auto- 


mobile? 

Drew J. O'Keefe, special assistant to the at- 
torney general, said he didn’t think so. Rep. 
John B. Bennett (Rep., Mich.), said anybody 
with a minimum of ingenuity could use a motor 
ear for gambling. purposes. 


“And furthermore,” said he, “I know of two 
sailors. aboard ship who took an electric fan, 
pasted numbers on the blades, and used it for 
a kind of roulette wheel. They’d start it up, un- 
plug it, and whichever number stopped at the 
top won. Now would the attorney general want 
to prohibit the sale and shipment of electric 
fans?” 


O’Keefe said he doubted if Attorney Gen- 
eral J. Howard McGrath would want to go 
that far. Then, demanded Rep. Bennett, 
what is a gambling device? The bald-headed 
O'Keefe scratched what was left of his hair, 
thought awhile, and said that answering this 
was like trying to say what is sin. “Very 
difficult to pin down,” he added. 


That left the congressmen about where they 
started a month ago, when the attorney general 
sent up a bill designed to put one-arm bandit 
slot machines out of business. It was as simple 
as that. 

But a lawyer, of course, cannot say, simply, 
in a law: One-arm bandits. He’s got to call ’em 
gambling devices, or similar mechanisms sub- 
fect to conversion into gambling devices. So Mc- 
Grath’s legal minds inserted the fancy language 


and the committeemen have been in trouble ever 
since. 

The manufacturers of slot machines came 
first. They said they weren’t public enemies, 
but public benefactors. If it weren’t for their 
nickel grabbers, said they, many a lodge and 
club in America would be bankrupt today. 

About this time it turned out that officers’ 
clubs in Army posts all over America used one- 
arm bandits to finance their lounges. The Sec- 
retary of Defense ordered the Army brass, how- 
ever, to remove from the Pentagon the slot ma- 
chines disgorging nickels there. 

So along came a number of toy manufacturers 
to say that their make-believe roulette wheels 
and bagatelle boards would be criminal devices 
under the bill. The punchboard men swore that 
they manufactured their products for adver- 
tising, purposes only. 


So the committeemen kept on getting more 
confused. Some of ’em thought the local 
sheriffs ought to handle the slot machine 
problem with sledge hammers. Rep. Charles 
A. Wolverton (Rep., N. J.), believed that a 
Federal tax of, say $5,000 a year on each one- 
arm bandit, should turn the trick. 


My own guess is that Americans will be 
feeding money into slot machines for some time 
to come. That’s because it’s going to take the 
28 committeemen from now until no-telling when 
to decide what, legally, is a sinful device.

Upset Scenery and Scrambled People 


ISLE OF CAPRI—Once tourist Rome is passed southbound, Italy switches from a friendly, gen- 
tlemanly sort of place to a land of birds and beasts of prey. Tourist Rome lacks a lot of things, in- 
cluding manners, but the only thing to do with Naples is depopulate it, tear it down and sow the 
ground with salt. The Neapolitan is a lucky man. He gets first crack at the majority of arriving tour- 
ists. And a traveler just off the ship is a pretty giddy character, overwhelmed by the sights, smells 
and sounds of his first foreign city. So Naples sells him things that can be bought for 30 per cent 
less in Rome, 50 per cent less in Florence, and which he wouldn't buy at all at home. 


The ease with which the lamb is slaughtered 
has given the Neapolitans a bold approach their 
northern cousins lack. They use the imperative 
in addressing Americans and never say please. 
They never ask, but demand. And a normal 10 
or 15 per cent tip is received with a snarl 
Neapolitan waiters stand on the sidewalk and try 
to shove you into their restaurants. 


What you' eat in Naples depends not so 
much on your choice but your stamina. Nea- 
politan women rent a brace of babies for 
the evening and follow you down the boule- 
vards, whining that they are starving and 
pinching the babies to make them scream. 
Their minimum price for leaving is one 
Italian cigarette. A stroll in Naples is a night- 
mare of coercion and a succession of minor 
bribes. The only thing to do in Naples is get 
out immediately. 


The road from Rome leads through carefully 
tended vineyards and truck farms where the 
land is flat, and rocky hills too sterile to support 
even goats. This would make great kudzu coun- 
try if there was a way to confine kudzu to a speci- 
fied area. Otherwise the damage done to the 
highly valuable Italian scenery would far out- 
weigh the good. I slept most of the way, as the 
start from Rome was early. Italian bus drivers 
are tremendous snobs and pick up passengers 
first from third class hotels, then second, and an 
hour later arrive with a flourish at the Excelsior. 
I was at the bottom of the hotel scale in Rome, 
so I was the first passenger aboard and had a com- 
prehensive tour of Rome by sunrise. The cheap- 
er you travel in Italy, the earlier you get up. 


Capri lies across the bay from Naples and is a 
never never land of topsy turvy scenery and bad- 
ly scrambled people. It is the beloved island of 
the novelist, the painter, the poet and the mofe 
gilded members of the international set. Tra- 
ditionally, the sirens once sang from Capri’s rocks 
and lured many a sailor to his death. In a way 
they’re still at it. People arrive to visit Capri for 
a day or so and stay on for years. There is an 
easy friendliness about the place that is doubly 
appealing after negotiating the hurdles of Rome 
and Naples, and a picturesquesness that looks 
contrived. Capri has been a fashionable resort 
since the days of Imperial Rome, and a haven for 
the eccentric since the orgies of the Emperor 
Tiberius gave it bad reputation about two thou- 
sand years ago. Like Noah’s Ark, there is a pair 
of everything on Capri, and its social customs 
and tolerance makes Hollywood look like Boston. 


Capri is small, rocky and abrupt, and can be 
circumnavigated by rowboat easily in one day, 
with time out for lunch, a couple of swims: and 
visits to the island’s several 
of Capri is built in a saddle 
peaks, and the small piazza is the island’s 
center. 


A morning in the sun at one of the Piazza’s 
door cafes may produce anything, an old 
from home; a woman shrouded in 
her face made up to resemble a 
barefooted man protecting himself from 
with a mink cape, a handful of filmdom’s 
lights getting away from it all, a party of 


German students, guidebooks in hand; Americans 
hiking through Europe or traveling in state with 
special couriers and the usual leaven of con- 
servative but fascinated spectators. 

Capri’s square is a dizzy stage with a eon- 
tinuous performance during the daylight hours. 
Admission is one cup of coffee. 

The key to Capri is the town clock in a small 
tower above the square. This tower and its bells 
also doubles for the church. The clock keeps time 
but may announce the quarter-hour with 15 
resonant booms and the hour with one small ping. 
Chimes signaling religious devotions are spaced 
between. This keeps everyone interested and 
curiosity concerning the clock’s next announce- 
ment provides a good excuse for hanging around 
the square another hour. 

The square begins to buzz about 10 in the 
morning when the cast and audience assemble 
for coffee. The tide ebbs and flows all day, as 
the funicular from the port dumps new ar- 
rivals and carries others away. Old friends are 
well met, new friends are made, invitations ex- 
changed and conversations overheard. Old hands, 
that is those with 48 hours residence behind 
them, try to classify the newcomers, while the 
newcomers stare at the old hands, trying to spot 
a Tyrone Power, an Elsa Maxwell, or at least 
Mrs. Harrison Williams. Within a day or so, the 
newcomers become old hands themselves, and 
the cycle goes on and on. On this small island 
there are no secrets, everyone’s life history either 
is made known or is invented within a couple of 
days. 


Capri is the ultimate haven for the extro- 
vert and exhibitionist. The more fantastic 
you dress, the more lunatic your actions, the 
greater your prestige in Capri. Capri’s swim- 
ming is done from rowboats offshore or from 
bathing establishments in rocky coves about 
the island. These coves are reached by dizzy 
flights of stairs, are easy to get at, but due to 
the physical labor involved difficult to leave. 


It’s a little chilly for swimming in Capri now, 
but there are enough hardy souls around to 
show that bathing dress in Capri, like everything 
else, is a matter of individual taste. Bathing suits 
range from extreme conservatism to grotesque 


- obscenities that make complete nakedness appear 


good taste. Seabathing is encouraged here, how- 
ever, despite the chill. Fresh water comes from 
the mainland and is worth its weight in lira. 
A bath is a matter of great difficulty. First the

BRIDE-ELECT. 

Answer. The Georgia law 
says that the ordinary may re- 
quire applicants to furnish 
birth certificates or affidavits 
from at least two persons in 
regard to the age of one or both 
parties. Officials suggest that 
the applicants communicate 
with the office of the ordinary 
in the county in which the li- 
cense is to be‘secured for fur- 
ther information on the detailed 
requirements of his office. 

There is no waiting period 
after the issuance of the license 
if the applicants are 21 or over. 

Since it’s June—the month of 
marriages—I would suggest 
that an early reservation for 
the church be made. 

It would be perfectly all right 
to write notes if your wedding 
is to be small with just your 
intimate friends. Sending out 
announcements later is in good 
taste too.

Follow these essential 
ones. 
Golden Rules of Good Coffee 

1. Use cold water, freshly 
drawn for coffee making. Wa- 
ter that stands exposed or in 
pipes loses oxygen and tastes 
flat. This affects coffee flavor. 

2. Measure both coffee and 
water to obtain the same 
strength each time. Our bride 
is shown accurately leveling 
each tablespoon. Use two level 
measuring tablespoons to each 
three-fourths standard measur- 
ing cup of water. 

3. Do not boil coffee. Actual 
boiling develops bitterness and 
destroys flavor and aroma. The 
oils which give coffee its fra- 
grance and flavor escape in 
steam as coffee boils and 
changes take place to bring out 
a bitter taste. 


4. Use a clean coffee pot. 


Scald it just before using. Wash 
thoroughly in hot soapy water 
after each use and rinse with 
clean hot water. 

5. Serve coffee as soon as pos-

It’s the Action 
That Counts 
In Exercise 


If at first you don’t succeed, 
try ... another method. Now 
and again some plump lassie 
will complain that she can’t 
figure out exercises, and gets 
all mixed up just reading them. 

Perhaps that’s the trouble... 
just reading them. The exercise 
instructions are meant to be 
acted out—they are not intended 
as mental gymnastics. I try to 
make them as error-proof as 
possible. To get the pull in ex- 
actly the right place, each ex- 
ercise is acted out, and worded 
for action. 

Sometimes things go awry, as 
with my “fast” hip slimmer. 
One newspaper accidentally left 
Off the action part of the exer- 
cise, and the only instruction 
given was to lie face down on 
the floor, stretched to full ex- 
tention. A reader sent in the 
clipping, explaining she -hought 
it was a simple enough exercise 
but it wasn’t slimming her hips 
very fast! 

In case you're interested, here 
it is again. Lie face down on 
the floor, head pillowed on 
folded arms, legs straight down. 
Action (to be effective, that 
word “action” must be taken 
literally): All set? The exercise 
is to contract the hip muscles, 
raise one leg as high as possible, 
without strain . .. and hold. 
keep knée straight. The hold- 
ing from that angle does the 
toning . .. hold to a slow count 
of 12, then repeat with the oth- 
er leg and continue 6 times, al- 
ternating legs. This exercise 
restores tone to the big muscle 
padding the back of the hips. 

The secret of exercise is not 
only to act it out, but to think 
of the measurement you are 
trying to slim and put the ac- 
tion there. Let’s try one... say 
to discipline the midsection. A 
simple stretch will do the trick. 
Stand, feet apart, arms down at 
sides. Action: As you swing the 
right arm straight up, move 
the right leg back and touch 
toes to floor. The movement 
alone is merely arm and leg ac- 
tion. The streamlining is to ex- 
tend the stretch, thinking 
“‘midsection”—then you auto- 
matically pull slim through the 
middle measurement, and get 
slim. 

You can’t go far wrong with 
an exercise if you keep in 
mind what measurement you 
are trying to improve and di- 
rect the pull there. And this 
holds true not only in calisthen- 
ics, but in everyday movements. 
Anything done in good posture, 
even sitting, is one form of ex- 
ercise because the right muscles 
are being used and strength- 
ened. Try pulling up snugly 
with that grace of middle mus- 
cles while sitting in perfect pos- 
ture—back of hips against back 
of chair. 

In turning an ordinary move- 
ment into a streamliner, again 
think in terms of your figure. 
If it’s the middle measurement 
that needs slimming, then in 
reaching to put something up on 
a shelf, dont’ limit the stretch 
to the arm s-t-r-e-t-c-h 
though the middle as you reach 


p.

WASHINGTON. June 5 — The 
United States has decided to con- 
tinue diplomatic relations with 
Haiti, which recently underwent - 
change of government. 
The State Department said the 
decision was made “in conformity 
with this Government’s policy 
with respect: to recognition,” and 
after an exchange of views with 
the other American republics. 
It is United States policy to rec- 
ognize a new government if it 
clearly has control of the country, 
and if it agrees to undertake all 
the country’s international obliga- 
tions, including treaties. Satisfied 
on these points, the State Depart- 
ment instructed Ambassador Wil- 
liam de Courcy in Port-Au-Prince 
to inform the. Haitian Foreign 
Minister of United States con- 
tinued recognition. 

On May 20, leadership of the 
government of Haiti was assumed 
by a three-man junta, headed by 
Gen. Frank Lebaud, following the 
resignation of President Dumar- 
sais Estime, who had been elected 
to office in August, 1946.
